The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

In view of the applicants' amendment/response filed August 21 , 2003 the claimed 
process for producing a polysuccinimide (co)polymer in a fluidized state with a Lewis 
base by heating in the presence of a solvent having a low boiling point and high relative 
permittivity; wherein by heating the polysuccinimide copolymer as the raw material in 
the solvent, to form a homogeneous viscous body -fluidized state- with a Lewis base } 
the polysuccinimide copolymer can be easily produced without using an organic solvent 
having a high boiling point and similar polarity such as dimethylformamide which allows 
for simple isolation and purification of the polysuccinimde (co)polymer derivative 
produced by the claimed process; such is allowable.
